Particularly the Troubles Through 


Which He Passed.

NEW YonK,March 21- Ex-President 


Harrison is dead. 


When the sun rose on Wednesday 


morning the announcement had gird- 
led the globe. The first citizen of the 
Republic, who had seated the dizziest 
heights of human ambition, has pass- 
ed to his reward. 
From boyhood to 


age, having fulfilled evey duty that, a 
citizen owes his country or a man to 
hisMaiter, weary with this perilous 
and'tirelesa journey, he lays down to 
sleep; and it is at this late hour that 
he Is accused of questionable acts and 
that evil reports are' raised against 
him. Judged by the highest stand- 
ards that man knows of man, or man 
of his God, ex-President Harrison was 
an 
honored and 
faithful 
citizen. 


Starting life on his father's farm, he 
passed the novitiate of an ordinary 
American boy. - Prom there he finds 
his way to a clerkship in a neighbor- 
Ing town and, step by step, Tae adVan- 
ces, and by his efforts reaches a law- 
yer's office and by hard work is at 
length admitted to the bar. Wher- 
ever he goes he leaves, an honorable 
record behind him and eventually he 
becomes one of the most eminent legal 
counsel in the courts of his native 
state. 


The free state of Indiana' was riot 


far from the slave state of Kentucky 
and the border ruffian of those early 
days was about equal to the pirates 
that cursed the Straits of Malacca and 
all the way down to the Indian sea. 
Slaves were brought from Kentucky 
and worked on Indiana farms. The 
Indiana farmers were aroused from 
their beds at midnight to hunt down 
a slave who was seeking freedom in 
Canada. Forjala's, there was no pro- 
tection for them within the Ameri- 
can lines. The duty became so onei- 
pusthat the citizens of the. North re- 
belled. Then came the Civil war and 
its consequences. It was in the midst 
of this excitement that General Har- 
rison was reared. 
On the organiza- 


tion of the Republican' party he be- 
came an earnest worker and so con- 
tinued till his death. 


When the war broke out he went to 


the front and, at its close, returned 
home, having fulfilled the highest 
duty that the citizen owes tohiscoun- 
try and his God. 


In due time bis countrymen looked 


about for some one to guide the ship 
of state to a safe harbor. The man 
selected was General Harrison of In- 
diana. His great name gave promise 
of success. The elder politicians re- 
membered the campaign of his ances- 
tor, another General Harrison, when 
the whole country was set aflame wit h 
log cabins and hard cider, and the 
hero of Tippecanoe became suddenly 
the idol ef the people. Though tri- 
umphantly 
elected, his reign was 


brief, and he was succeeded by the 
vice president, John Tyler, who filled 
the presidential office till the end of 
Harrison's term. 
" 


But we 
must pass swiftly over 


these events in the early forties. 
During 
ex-President 
Harrison's 


presidential term his wife died and 
his daughter,Mrs. McKee,became first 
lady in the land, representing her 
dead mother. The deference paid her 
in the position in which she had 
been placed, was especially gratifying 
to her, and she hoped to still occupy 
her mother's place on her father's re- 
tirement from public life. Thev ex- 
president settled down in his old 
home in Indianapolis and resumed his 
practice of the law. While in Wash- 
ington his wife's niece, her sister's 
child, was a frequent guest in the 
presidential household, and, after a 
time, it is said that a jealousy existed 
ID the president's 
family at 
the 


marked attentions to Mrs. Dimmick, 
and it was nut longlintil a very bitter 
feeling existed between Mrs. McKee 
and the lady who was then his wife. 
When hfe marriage wan announced 
the rebellion broke out anew and Mrs. 
McKee and her husband retired from 
tb* Harrison DOOMi and bo friendly

I trust the people of Co- 
shocton will sustain my assurance in 
this respect, for it this extraordinary 
service were to be imposed upon by 
tiie people mailing there unnecessarily 
large amounts of matter there is dan- 
ger that the depot box might be 
abolished by the department, as it 
would demoralize the railway mail 
service to receive large amounts of 
unfaced, uncanceled, unworked mat- 
ter.

MaMillon Miners and Operator* Dlt- 


cuMing a Wage Scale. 


Masillon, O., March 22.—The annual 


conference of the miners and oper- 
ators of the Massillou coal field, which 
embraces the counties of Stark, Sum- 
mit, Medina, Portage and Wayne, 
opened here. The most disputed point 
is the demand for an 8-hour workday 
for hoisting engineers, which, if not 
granted, may cause a strike. The min- 
ers demand an increase in the price of 
break-throughs and a reduction in the 
prices of house coal, powder, smithing, 
the semi-monthly payment of wages, 
and the abandonment o£ back-actiou 
screens.
